SJC AWARDED $25,000 TO PROMOTE 

INTERNSHIP OPPORTUNITIES 


S aint Joseph’s College has been awarded 
$25,000 from the Ball Brothers Foundation. 

SJC received the award through the Ball Ven¬ 
ture Fund competition, which saw 45 submis¬ 
sions from 27 Independent Colleges of Indiana 
(ICl) member institutions. The award comes 
four months after SJC received a $1 million 
grant from Lilly Endowment Inc. to enhance 
and expand opportunities for its graduates to 
find meaningful employment in Indiana. 

SJC is directing its $25,000 to its “Promoting Intern¬ 
ship Opportunities Through Educational Collaborations in 
Northwest Indiana” program. SJC, Ancilla College, Calu¬ 
met College of St. Joseph, and Valparaiso University are 
working collaboratively to provide career services that will 
increase the number of graduates who obtain employ¬ 
ment in Indiana. The main objective of these efforts is to 
significantly increase the number of internships posted 


and filled in Northwest Indiana by the end of the 
2015 calendar year. 

Building on these collaborative efforts al¬ 
ready in place in Northwest Indiana, the four 
colleges, the Center of Workforce Innovations, 
and Indiana INTERNnet plan to hire a part-time 
field representative to coordinate an innovative 
regional strategy to promote internship oppor¬ 
tunities for the 2014-15 academic year. SJC, An¬ 
cilla College, Calumet College of St. Joseph, and Valparaiso 
University will contribute $15,000 to support the regional 
strategy in Northwest Indiana. 

The Ball Venture Fund was created in 1999 to enable 
the Ball Brothers Foundation to take an active role in en¬ 
couraging and supporting creative efforts at Indiana’s inde¬ 
pendent colleges and universities. The program provides 
seed money for innovative start-up programs at ICl mem¬ 
ber institutions.

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SJC JOINS STATEWIDE EFFORT 
TO TRAIN STEM TEACHERS 


T he Independent Colleges of Indiana (ICI) has received 
a $1.5 million grant from the state of Indiana’s STEM 
(Science, Technology, Engineering, Mathematics) Teacher 
Recruitment Fund. Approved by the 2013 General Assem¬ 
bly, the grant program encourages the recruitment and re¬ 
tention of teachers in STEM fields. 

With the grant, Indiana’s 31 independent, nonprofit 
colleges and universities will collaborate to train more 
STEM teachers by strengthening STEM preparation for pre¬ 
service teachers to become licensed in STEM subjects; 
expanding STEM graduate course opportunities for teach¬ 
ers to complete licensing requirements in STEM subjects; 
and organizing course and other training for teachers to 
become certified to teach STEM dual credit courses. 

As an institutional participant of STEM Teach, Saint 
Joseph’s College will offer a Forensic Entomology course 
to K-12 teachers, including teachers preparing to be certi¬ 
fied to teach dual credit at the high school level. Tuition 
is waived for participating teachers, who will also receive 
a $400 completion award for successfully completing 
the course as well as a stipend for course materials and 
books. The course will be held during the Fall semester of 
the 2014-15 academic year. 

The Forensic Entomology course covers taxonomy of 
the carrion insects with extensive time dedicated to iden¬ 
tification of the flies. Case analyses, preparation for court, 
and maintaining the chain of custody are also covered. The 
course is meant to enhance the understanding and per¬ 
ceptions of this specialized field of forensic science. SJC 
Professor of Forensic Science and Biology Dr. Neal Haskell, 
an internationally acclaimed scientist and key expert wit¬ 
ness in the 2012 Casey Anthony trial, will teach the course. 


More than 115,000 new STEM jobs are projected for 
Indiana by 2018, with 40 percent requiring post-secondary 
education leading to an associate’s degree, and 60% re¬ 
quiring a four-year degree. More than 200 Indiana teach¬ 
ers have already registered for Fall 2014 courses and work¬ 
shops at ICI colleges. 

“Our employers tell us that tomorrow’s workers need 
more STEM skills, and Indiana’s goal is to identify and en¬ 
courage quality teachers to broaden our students’ learning 
experiences,” said Indiana Governor Mike Pence. “Con¬ 
tinuing to recruit top educators and expand our students’ 
options will not only enhance the outstanding work of our 
teachers, but will also help our students as they make deci¬ 
sions about future career opportunities.”

Jacob Lofgren '05 Skyped a Law Class 
into "The Real World" 

The Assistant Attorney General for the State of Colorado, 
Jacob Lofgren ’05 gave students a real-world viewpoint of 
working in the Political Science field after college. Lofgren 
made a Skype visit to Professor of Political Science Dr. 
Peter Watkins’ Topics in Constitutional Law class during 
the spring semester. 

Lofgren had experience in a death penalty case. 
Watkins said, “1 can certainly talk about these issues in 
a theoretical fashion in class, but he has had practical 
experience in these areas and 1 think that adds an important 
dimension to our discussion.” Watkins added, “The other 
thing 1 think is really nice is for my current students to see 
is an SJC student who has done very well. That he’s taken 
his education here and has had their experiences and has 
really progressed in life. He can give them some insights 
that 1 cannot.” 

Hearing Lofgren talk about his views on the death 
penalty added a new perspective to students’ views. 
Stephen Nickel ’17 said, “1 think it was a great educational 
experience because it allowed us to see the career 
possibilities of our major as well as the work required to 
achieve our desired career.” That alumni who do not live 



in the area are now accessible to students in his classes 
excited Watkins, as his class had a good discussion, both 
about the death penalty and about the life of a Political 
Science graduate after college. Since Lofgren was in 
Colorado, Nickel was grateful that despite the distance, “it 
opened a whole new realm of educational opportunities 
we never could have had before.” 

Lofgren went on from SJC to receive his JD from 
Drake University School of Law and an MPA from Drake 
University, both in 2008. He became a clerk for the Iowa 
Supreme Court for Honorable Daryl Hecht until 2009, when 
he became an Associate with Collins, Liu & Associates, 
LLP in Greeley, Colo. Now Lofgren is the Assistant Attorney 
General for the State of Colorado. 

Capadona and Krouse Gave 
Talks to Students 

On April 1, Dr. Jeffrey Capadona ’00 met with students 
interested in a career in the sciences. Capadona joined 
students for lunch before speaking with them about how 
his education at SJC prepared him for an exciting and 
fruitful career in chemistry and biochemistry. Capadona 
graduated with a Bachelor of 
Science in Chemistry and was a 
baseball player at SJC. He earned his 
doctoral degrees in Biochemistry 
and Chemistry at Georgia Institute of 
Technology. An assistant professor 
of biomedical engineering at Case 
Western Reserve University, he is the 
principal investigator of Capadona 
Lab. In 2012, Capadona was one of 
96 researchers named by President 
Obama as a recipient of the 
Presidential Early Career Awards 
for Scientists and Engineers, the 
highest honor bestowed by the 
US Government on science and 
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engineering professionals in the early stages of their 
independent research careers. 

On April 11, Kris Krouse ’02 was a guest speaker 
in Core 6: Humanity in the Universe 11. The lecture on 
environmental protection and sustainability took place 
during a portion of Core 6 that discusses environmental 
consciousness. Students and employees joined Krouse 
for lunch following the lecture. Krouse is the Executive 
Director of Shirley Heinze Land Trust in Valparaiso, Ind., 
a not-for-profit organization dedicated to the preservation 
and restoration of natural areas in Northwest Indiana, 
managing nearly 1,300 acres in Lake, Porter, and LaPorte 
counties. Krouse is a graduate in Environmental Science 
(Group Major) with a minor in Chemistry. 

Alumni Served as Judges and 
Keynote Speaker at the 11th Annual 
Undergraduate Colloquium 

Alumni participated in the Colloquium for the first time 
in 2013, serving as judges in the first-ever competition for 
scholarships on the 10^^ anniversary of the Colloquium. 
The concept was so successful that it was repeated in 
2014. Once the student projects were vetted by SJC faculty, 
alumni judges evaluated student projects for connection 
to Core, creativity, and presentation, among other factors. 
They commented that the Freshman projects were of 
very high quality this year. Alumni who gave their entire 
day to SJC student competitors on April 15 were Ed 
Habrowski ’71, Kendra Illingworth ’93, Brienne Hopkins 
Hooker ’03, Adam Kurtz ’07, Elizabeth Gray ’10, and 
Kynten Hannon ’ll. 

The Colloquium keynote speaker was Monica 
Lohmuller ’12, chemistry teacher at Benton Central Jr- 
Sr High School in Oxford, Ind. She shared what her SJC 
experience was like, discussed Core, and offered advice 
about life after graduation.

O'REILLY OPEN SOURCE CONFERENCE (OSCON) 


FOUR REPRESENTATIVES OF Saint Joseph's College attend- 
ed the 2014 O'Reilly Open Source Conference (OSCON), 
the premier gathering of the open source community, in Port¬ 
land, Ore. The group was led by SJC Assistant Professor of 
Computer Science Brian Capouch, who has presented at the 
conference four straight years. 

The group presented the findings it made while inves¬ 
tigating various aspects of Web Real-Time Communication 
(webRTC) as part of a special topics in Computer Science 
class. webRTC allows a browser to conduct audio, video, 
and screen sharing with another browser without the need 
for a server to act as a middleman. webRTC includes such 
applications as Google Hangouts and a few other very new 
products. The class limited itself to only working with applica¬ 
tions that are open source. 

Open source products develop, via universal access, 
free licensing to a product's design or blueprint and univer¬ 
sal redistribution of that design or blueprint, including subse¬ 
quent improvements to it by anyone. 

The four students involved - all Computer Science 
majors - were recent graduates Alex Yong '14 and Steven 


Quella '14, senior Nathan Samano, and junior Danilo Ze- 
kovic. Zekovic was unable to attend the conference as he is 
serving a summer internship in Eastern Europe. 

"What we found was a vibrant, chaotic, and very ac¬ 
tive community of developers who represent a stunning range 
of talents and vision," said Capouch. "It has been common 
to find useful applications and toolkits that have been aban¬ 
doned by their developers, products which exhibit only a small 
portion of the functionality they advertise, or which have un¬ 
savory side effects on the systems with which they interact." 

Capouch sees the opportunity he and the students had 
to present at the conference as a validation of SJC's ap¬ 
proach to education. Recent Computer Science graduates 
from SJC have found work in fields such as consultancy, aca¬ 
demic computing, and high-tech research and development. 

"We are doing things that catch the interest of those 
who are charged with deciding what is cutting edge," said 
Capouch. "It validates the holistic approach we take to 
educating our students, insofar as most of the other educa¬ 
tional institutions represented on the program were technol¬ 
ogy schools."

PRESIDENTS' ACADEMIC EXCELLENCE kmRtTp 


I n June, the Great Lakes Valley Conference (GLVC) iden¬ 
tified a league record 285 student-athletes who earned 
the GLVC Council of Presidents’ Academic Excellence 
Award for the 2013-14 academic year. The number of re¬ 
cipients of the award, which was first offered in spring 
2010, increased by 60 honorees from the 2012-13 academ¬ 
ic year. Saint Joseph’s College featured 18 award recipi¬ 
ents, up from 15 last year. 

The recipients of the GLVC Council of Presidents’

Give student-athletes, including 162 
Pumas, received Academic AII-GLVC 
honors for the 2013-14 academic year. 
This was the highest number of honorees 
in SJC history. 

After setting a new con¬ 
ference record with 2,002 
honorees last year, 
the GLVC's mem-

ber colleges and universities shat¬ 
tered that mark as 2,318 representa¬ 
tives from the conference's 20 sports 
met the Academic AII-GLVC criteria. 
The Academic AII-GLVC honor is be¬ 
stowed upon student-athletes that have 
completed two semesters at their institu¬ 
tion and maintained a 3.30 cumulative 
GPA or have attained a 3.40 GPA over 
their two most recent semesters. Student- 
athletes that have attained a 3.40 GPA 
and not completed two semesters are also honored. A total 
of 1 14 student-athletes recorded a perfect 4.0 GPA during 
the 2013-14 academic year. 

In terms of total honorees by sport, baseball's 247 
representatives beat out women's soccer's 243. Baseball 
finished third last season with a total of 195. Women's 
track and field, the 201 3 runner-up, placed third this season 
with 212 award winners. The Pumas had 26 honorees in base¬ 
ball this season, one shy of league leader Drury University.

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A fter being represented in its first two years of spon¬ 
sorship in the NCAA Division II Football Champi¬ 
onship Playoffs, the Great Lakes Valley Conference 
(GLVC) will once again garner a national audience 
as the Saint Joseph’s College at University of India¬ 
napolis contest is set to air live on the CBS Sports Net¬ 
work at 8:00 pm EDT on Thursday, October 30, 2014. 
The conference contest, originally scheduled for Satur¬ 
day, November 1, was moved to accommodate a national 
viewing audience in prime time as part of the NCAA Divi¬ 
sion II Football National Television Package. In addition to 
CBS Sports Network, which is carried in 100 million homes 
nationwide, the game will be offered to regional carriers 
and streamed lived on NCAA.com. 

“The entire 
Puma Nation is ex¬ 
cited for this match¬ 
up,” said SJC Direc¬ 
tor of Athletics Bill 
Massoels ’89. “The 
effort by both teams 
last season created 


an atmosphere that brought more 
attention towards future matchups. 
A national audience will highlight 
the GLVC and SJC in an unprec¬ 
edented fashion.” 

“This is a great opportunity for 
our conference to showcase itself 
nationally,” said SJC Head Football 
Coach Cory Sanders ’07. “We have been allowed a plat¬ 
form to display the depth and competition the GLVC offers. 
This opportunity extends towards SJC and our players to 
get the same exposure.”

SJC SPORTS HALL OF FAME 


O n Saturday, April 26, 
five Saint Joseph’s Col¬ 
lege alumni were inducted 
into the SJC Sports Hall of 
Fame. The inductees in¬ 
cluded: Jamie Holden ’04, 

Anthony Lindsey ’08, Marc 
Macias ’97, Joseph Koc- 
zan, Jr. ’01, and Jamie 
Doerger Rickett ’93. 

Jamie Holden was a 
starter on the basketball 
team for four years and 
served as the team captain 
for two years. He was a part 
of the 2003-04 Great Lakes 
Valley Conference All-Academic Team and received a 
GLVC Player of the Week honor as a senior. Holden is the 
GLVC all-time leader in assists, as well as the holder of the 
single game GLVC assist record with 17. Holden is the all- 
time assists and steals leader at SJC and the single season 
assists leader at SJC. 

Anthony Lindsey served as the captain of the football 
team 2005-07. He was named the SJC Offensive Player of 
the Year 2004-07 and received the Rudy Volz Memorial 
MVP Award four years in a row, an award given annu¬ 
ally at Homecoming to the “player of the game” by SJC 
coaches. He holds three SJC single season records, in¬ 
cluding most passing completions (259), passing touch¬ 
downs (27), and passing yards (1,863). Lindsey ranks 2P* 
in NCAA Division 11 history in career passing yards with 
10,458 and 29^^" in NCAA Division 11 history in career total 
offense with 10,173 yards. He holds several SJC career 
records, including passing yards (10,458), passing touch¬ 
downs (87), completion percentage (.612), pass comple¬ 
tions (900), pass attempts (1,470), total offense (10,173 
yards), and passing efficiency (134.8). 

As a pitcher for the SJC baseball team, Marc Macias 
was a member of the Great Lakes Valley Conference 
Championship team in 1995 and 1996 and the Great Lakes 
Valley All-Conference Academic team in 1996. In 1996, the 
team won 52 games - an SJC record - with Macias as a 
pitcher. Macias was a four-year varsity letterman, varsity 
team captain in 1997, and had 25 NCAA pitching victories, 
also an SJC record. Macias started 47 games and missed 


only three starts due to in¬ 
jury. He ended his SJC pitch¬ 
ing career with 25 wins, 281 
innings pitched, and 189 
strikeouts. 

Joseph Koczan, Jr. 
was selected to the All- 
Conference Outdoor Track 
and Field Team 1998-2001 
in the shot put and 1999- 
2001 in the discus. He was 
the Great Lakes Valley 
Conference event cham¬ 
pion for Outdoor Track and 
Field in 1999 and 2001 in 
the discus and an event 
champion in 2000 and 2001 in the shot put. Koczan was 
selected to the All-Conference Indoor Track and Field 
Team in 2000 and 2001 in the shot put as well as 2001 
in the 35-pound weight throw. In 2001, he was a GLVC 
Indoor Track and Field Event Champion for the shot put 
and 35-pound weight throw, setting conference records 
in both events. For his accomplishments during the in¬ 
door conference championships, Koczan was named 
the 2001 GLVC Indoor Track Athlete of the Year. In 2000 
and 2001, he was the GLVC Scholar Athlete of the Year. 
In his four years at SJC, Koczan earned 12 NCAA Na¬ 
tional Championship qualifying marks and competed at 
the 2001 NCAA Indoor National Championships, where 
he was named the NCAA Great Lakes Regional Field 
Athlete of the Year for Indoor Track and Field. Koczan 
currently ranks second in shot put, third in discus, third 
in the 35-pound weight throw, and ninth in hammer in 
SJC history. 

Jamie Doerger Rickett came to Saint Joseph’s College 
in 1989 and quickly established herself as a key member 
of the soccer team. Rickett excelled as one of the team’s 
strikers for four years and received several accolades 
for her athletic accomplishments. She was named an 
Honorable Mention All-American and Second Team All- 
American, an Adidas Scholar Athlete All-American, and 
was the leading scorer in Division 11 women’s soccer. 
Rickett ranks second in Puma history in goals (50), points 
(132), and assists (32). She ranked first in all three catego¬ 
ries at the time of her graduation.

Sorrowful Mother Food Pantry 

One of the events Campus Ministry organizes that is 
becoming more popular is their regular service to the 
Sorrow^ful Mother Food Pantry in Wheatfield, Ind.

As 
many as 15 students at one time have gone to help at the 
pantry. Once at the pantry, there are a variety of jobs that 
students can do. Keeping shelves stocked, loading grocery 
bags with what the families request, and helping load the 
bags into the families’ cars are just a few. “So far,” Br. Rob 
is pleased to say, “the students who help are excellent 
workers: courteous, hardworking, never complain, and 
exemplify community spirit well.” 



A Celebration for New Catholics 

In April, two students were received into the Catholic 
faith— ^Alyssa Guarnaccia ’14 and Emily Miles ’15. They 
participated in what is called the Rite of Christian Initiation 
of Adults (RCIA). RCIA is a gradual process of initiation into 
the Catholic faith, and it is part of Campus Ministry. 

Br. Rob Reuter, C.PRS., explained, “The program is 
done at all parishes during the fall until Easter, and we 


pair up with St. Augustine Church in Rensselaer. All of the 
adults from St. Augustine’s and SJC entering the Church 
go through the program together.”

A Business Administration major, Guarnaccia stated,

SJC CHAIR OF the Chemistry Depart¬ 
ment and Director of the Office of Insti¬ 
tutional Research Dr. Robert Pfaff, and 
his wife, Dr. Kathy Parkison, Interim Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs and Pro¬ 
fessor of Economics at Indiana University 
Kokomo and a Fulbright Scholar to the 
country of Georgia in 2005, traveled to 
Ukraine to serve as monitors in the na¬ 
tion's historic May 25 election. 

The observation was through the 
US State Department as part of our country's 
treaty obligations to the Organization for Security 
and Cooperation (OSCE) in Europe and its Office 
for Democratic Institutions and Human Rights 
(ODIHR). Prior to an election, ODIHR sets up a 
"mission" in the country holding the election to 
perform political analysis and to assess campaign practices, 
as well as provide ongoing security analyses and organize 
the volunteer observers being deployed for the election. 

"Becoming involved in the democratization of Eastern 
Europe and Central Asia, noting that these are predominantly 
former Soviet states, is a logical continuation of the thinking 
of the Core Program," said Pfaff. 

Pfaff said his motivation for observing international 
elections comes from his wife. During her Fulbright in Tbilisi, 
Georgia, she was invited by a team of United States Agency 
for International Development (USAID) workers to join them 
on an election observation mission to Azerbaijan, which 
borders Georgia to the east. She loved it and signed up with 
the State Department soon after returning home. 


"I envied her adventures and 
signed up myself in 2009," said Pfaff. 
"My first deployment was to observe 
parliamentary elections in Georgia in 
2010 and, since I was familiar with the 
country and its people, it was a perfect 
place to get my feet wet." 

Pfaff and his wife flew into Kiev 
on Tuesday, May 20 for briefings. The 
two were deployed in the western part 
of the country, Pfaff to Ivanko-Frankivsk 
oblast, Parkison to Khmelnytsky oblast. Pfaff was 
partnered with a Polish woman who works at the 
Polish Ministry of Foreign Affairs. The day before 
the election, the pair toured the area and mapped 
a course, which consisted of 10-12 precincts. On 
election day, the two traveled to their first precinct. 
Ukraine uses paper ballots, and the voting booths featured 
blue and yellow cloths to provide privacy, and the ballot boxes 
were stationed in front of the Ukrainian Orthodox shrine. 

When the voting closed and the counting of the ballots 
was completed, the balloting materials were loaded into a 
small car for the trip to the district election commission to be 
turned in. After many hours of processing, checking for errors, 
and results submission, the election ended with a majority 
winner, ensuring there would not be a runoff election. 

"Everything I saw went smoothly and transparently," said 
Pfaff. "The Ukrainian people expressed to me their desire 
to move forward, to have peace and good relations with 
both Russia and Europe, and to have a government without 
corruption. I think they took a good first step."
